53/Z 00), several. small 
artillery units arrived at the troop truining grounds thore on 
1 February 1951, coming by road fron the cirection of Drewitz, 
Gross Luebars, and Hohenlobbese. A unit which came from the direction 
of Drewitz was equipped with 150-m artillery oieces. Reports of cuns 
were heard on 15 February. An officer stationed at the headquarters of 
the troop traihing grounds stated that the wit practicing there at that 
time had come from Kagdeburg.

2, Camp Altengrabow is subdivided by board and wire fences, The camp head~ 
quarters and troop training grounds had APY 08983, was comanded by a 
colonel and staffed by personnel wearing artillery insignia. An AAA unit 
which had been at the 4roop training grounds in November 1950 has not 
been observed since December 1950. Shortly befure Christmas 1950, s 
heavy artillery wit with caterpillar tractors towing guns of sbout 
150 ma arrived at the troop training grounds and moved into low wooden 
barracks along the Altengrabow=Doernitz camp read, This unit frequently 
conducted night firing practice.
